a genuine o.mversation between two miners. 
When tho sharpers have disappeared among 
the people who swarm in the exposition build- 
in"- he eagerly examines tho ore that is ex- 
hibited as from tho extension of tlio Golden 
Fountain. It is ono of tho kind that wmfld 
excite tho covctousocss of cvmi suchjj gonor- 
ous, poetical creature as Jay Gould has 
lately boon discovered to bo. Tho ovo is shot 
'through and through with nuggets," "flakes" 
and "colors," as a plum pudding with raisins 
and currants., Tho brace ot mining sharks 
disappear, to ho scon no more by their victim. 
It is seldom on'o of these export swindlers ac- 
cost a tenderfoot. They arc careful liot to 
frighten him. Ho is turned over to alxrutthe 
most agreeable man ho has over met. This 
third man is regularly introduced. He shies 
at mines and mining-as a skittish colt does at 
upturned stumps that Ho at the roadside. • He 
is stuffed full of talcs and, financial disaster 
that have overtaken men who have bought 
mines. These sad storiea are generally true. 
But he also has a stock of talcs about tho 
successful minor, generally lies, and those aro 
bright and jovial 'stories. Ho earnestly ad- 
vises the tenderfoot to leave mines severely 
alone; but then, if a really good mine can be 
bought tit low figures it is a legitimate busi- 
ness The upshot is that if tho eastern man 
has any leaning toward mining, he is soon 
tho owner o£ tho extension tho Golden Foun- 
tain. Ho has paid thousands of dollars for a 
worthless mine. 
It is almost impossible for a stranger, un- 


acquainted with mining, to.protect himself 
if ho buys a mine. There are a few—a very 
few_really honest mining exports. 
Tho 


purchaser of tho Golden Fountain does not 
know those men. Even it ho did know them, 
it must be remomborod that tho opinions of 
mining experts as. to tho value of an unde- 
veloped mine are worthless. No man can 
see into the ground. An holiest expert would 
truthfully report to his employe, what ho 
saw 
He would examine the mine and esti-. 


mate its value. Any intelligent miner could 
do this as well as an export. Tho probabili- 
ties ore that tho eastern man will fail to se- 
cure tho services of an honest expert. He 
will pay one of tho dishonest exports, a 
fraud who pretends to know things thata.ro 
unknowable, 
several hundred dollars to 


know tho truth about tho mine. Tbo swin- 
dlers, who aro selling tho mine, cheerfully 
agree to pay tho same export, providing tho 
sale is made,,as ..many thousand dollars to 
He' If tho salo is nffocted, tho purchase 
money is divided into the agreed upon shares 
and pocketed by tin; ixmildunee men. These 
swindlers are well educated, and aro familiar 
with mining phrases and methods. They 
live well. They are bright and chatty. A 
man who has tho least inclination to invent 
.in mines is doomed to moot with »_ inoiv'y 
loss if ho falls in with these genuuui'uu/• 
thieves.

would take place. I told him Sept 1, be- 
ginning at 9 o'clock m the morning. He 
gold he diun't see how his child could get 
home at that time and asked what could 
be done about it. I told him that it was 
difficult to give a positive answer, as I 
was uot sure that another examination 
would be held this fall, but that we wonld 
endeavor to do the beat we could under 
the ciromastances. Another gentleman 
told me that he wonld be obliged to take 
his little lx>ys away from the city about 
•Sept. 1, and feared that he could not get 
them back by the time the schools will 
reopen, Stpt 10th, and asked what would 
be the consequences. I told him that the 
children \i ould be put into school on any 
Monday morning after their return to 
the city. 


I am alwaja willing to do all in my 


power to (jet children into the schools, 
but I do \visli to nrge upon parents the 
important e of having their children ready 
to enter Die schools upon the first day of 
tbe term. In the upper grades this is 
generally done, bat not always even there. 
Pupils hnve asked to be admitted to the 
high BChcul one, two, or three weeks after 
the beginning of the term, who might 
have beet present on the first day. Now 
m mauy < lasses this lost time can never 
be regained. A boy who loses two weeks 
at the beciuDing of the algebra or latin 
class will be hampered, more or less, all 
the jear. I have known pupils who were 
drags upon their classes simply because 
their pan nto did not arrange their sum- 
mer excursions within mob, limits as to 
give then children a fair start with the 
rest of the school 


But tho little children are the greatest 


sufferers m this respect. We are BO apt 
to think that a day or a week will not 
make any dillereure with the little ones. 
Permit me to assure you that it is import- 
ant that /our children who are just enter- 
ing the schools should be there on the 
first day. For several years I have ad- 
mitted children at the beginning of the 
term who lacked not more than four weeks 
of being aix years old. This will be con- 
tinued, although it is not strictly legal. 
Parents please see that your children 


are vac< mated and ready to statt to 
school on Monday morning, September 
10th, 1181.

It ap- 
pears that a small boy who had been 
accosted by a lady heavily veiled in an 
unfrequented part of the city, had been' 
engaged by this mysterious person to de- 
liver a lot of trait in pasteboard boxes at. 
certain millinery stores in the town, and 
then the woman disappeared. The boy 
delivered a box at Miss Falconer's store 
first next at Mrs. M. E. Alexander's and 
at the hair establishments of J. W. dark 
and W. A. Qrover. The recipients ot the 
gifts were naturally somewhat mystified) 
and were slow to taste the fruit, but it 
appears that all and a number of their 
friends did so, all finding each mouthful 
BO-bitter that they threw it out and'left it 
alone afterward. Miss Falconer told the 
Courier reporter that the fruit left a bit- 
ter taste in her month for halt a day. One 
lady swallowed a piece of an orange, and 
became deathly sick, but recovered. Dr.
